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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on July 27, 
2009 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 07/27/2009, with respect to Claims 1- 
20 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 112 & 103 has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-20 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

3. Claims 1-12 are toward a ceramic micro well plate wherein among the 
combination of limitations, an optical micro plug resides within and entirely fills at least 
one vertical opening in the second greensheet. 

4. Claims 13-15 are toward a ceramic micro well plate wherein among the 
combination of limitations, a plurality of optical micro plugs reside within and entirely fill 
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the second plurality of vertical openings and said plurality of optical micro plugs are 
aligned with said first plurality of vertical openings. 

5. Claims 16-20 are toward a method of forming a ceramic micro well plate wherein 
among the combination of method limitations, the method includes depositing an 
optically effective material to fill said second plurality of vertical openings in said second 
ceramic greensheet to form a plurality of optical micro plugs within said second plurality 
of vertical openings and where the optical micro plugs reside at bottoms of said reaction 
chambers of said micro well plate. 

6. The prior art of record does not suggest nor disclose these combination of 
limitations.
